as a clerk. 


Mr. W. W. Hall entered the estao-

King as a youngster to make'himsel 
.handy, in the yesf 18.60. Soon after 
tluit-he. went to the Mainland for a pe- 
riod and, returning to the business, saw 
the firm name and style become E. O 
Hall & Son. Captain Oscar White has 
been with the business twenty years 
and Edwin H&ll Paris, named for E. O 
Hall, eight years. 


The business of B O. Hall & Son has

A BRITISH DISASTER. • 


Two Regiments and a Battery Com- 


pelled to Surrander to Boers. 


LONDON, Oct. 3L—The War Office 


received a diapateh from

White, commanding the British forces 
at Ladysmith, reporting that the Roy-' 
al .Irish Fusileers, No. 10 Mountain 
Battery and ths Gloucestershire Regi- 
ment were surrounded in the hDte by 
Boers, and, after losing heavily, were 
obliged to capitulate. 


The following is the text of General 
White's dispatch: 


"LADYSMITH, Oct. 30,10:45 p. m.—

There'are present In the minds of 
portion of the public, two quite com 
tmm misconceptions regarding foo 
adulteration, and the object of so-calli 
pure food laws. To .many people th< 
term adulteration as applied to food 
or drink means simply contamination 
with something filthy or dirty, and 
many are convinced that each must eat 
his peck of dirt before be dies, they 
give the matter little thought The 
second misconception is regarding the 
character and extent of adulteration. 
While it is quite true, that adultera- 
tion in the proper sense Is common 
.enough, this adulteration is more of ten 
of a character which the public does 
not suspect, while adulterations which 
often figure largely In-the public mind 
or in newspaper paragraphs, have no 
existence, anywhere else. 


I think Chat our present law, Act 34 


of Session Laws of 1898, defines food 
adulteration as well as any. 


TOe part defining adulteration reads 
as folkfws: "An article of food shal 
be deemed t» be adulterated within th 
meaning of this .act 1. If any sub 
stance or substances have been mixec 
with it .so as to lower or depreciate or 
Injuriously affect its, QuaiHy, strength 
or jiurity" e..*. the. addition of ground 


for it" e. g. the substitution of chicory 
for coffee. MS. It tO*y valuable or neces- 
sary constituent or Ingredient has 1>een 
wholly or in part abstracted from 
e. g. the. removal of cream from milk, 
"4.-11 it is an imitation of or is solt 
underlie name of another article" e. g. 
oleomargarine for butter, "5. If it 
consists wholly or in part of a diseased 
decomposed, putrid, infected, tainted or 
rotten animal or vegetable substance 
or article, whether manufactured or 
not; or In the case of mu& if it in 
the product of a. diseased animal.' 
'6. If it is colored, coated, polished or 
owdejredr whereby damage or Inferior- 
ity is concealed, or if by any means it 
is made to. appear better or of greater 
valuetthan It really is" e. g. tie facing 
of tea, polishing and coating of coffee 
beane, coloring of peas, pickles, etc., 
to* mafee them appear fresh.

Burners* of canned and preserved pro- 
visions, and many manufacturers an 
of the opinion that preservatives an 
more necessary here than in more tem- 
perate climates, and we in consequence 
sometimes get an extra dose. 
It is hardly necessary-for me to say 
that if a sample of food or drink be 
perfectly sterilized and sealed, it wfll 
keep indefinitely; and it is also hardly 
necessary to say that perfect sterilisa- 
tion is very difficult to accomplish wttfe -- 
the ordinary appliances of the kitchen 
or canning factory, even when good! - 
material and ordinary care are used,! 
and is almost an impossibility if semi- 
decayed material is used or careless! 
•work is the ruler but I am thoroughly 
convinced that if sufficient care be ta- 
ken in the selection and handling of 
material, and in the preparation of the - 
same, all food materials could be. 
placed on the market canned or pre- 
served so as to keep indefinitely with-; 
out the use of artificial preservatives.

The chemicals used as preservatives

In beer, wine, lime juice, syrups, toma- 
to catsups, soups, etc. Benzole add 
and its salts are used in the same ar- 
ticles in which salicylic acid is. used, 
and are coming into more general use 
owing to crusades against the latter.

It win 
be noted that all of these are bodies; of 
no food value; some of them, partiea- 
larly formalin and salicylic acid 
active-chemicals, having a strong 
tiseptic- action--and their use in- 
quantity cannot but Interfere with, the 
digestive ferments in the body.

Austrian Empire. 


NEW YORK, Nov. L-^-A Times' ca- 


ble from .London says: Passing from 
the ''all-absorbing war-communications 
topic, it may be interesting to note how 
disintegration appears to be rapidly 
coming over. the: Austrian Empire. 
Thanks partly to the efforts of the Ul- 
;ramontanes" and ; their anti-Semite 
tools, race-hatred is at a white heat and 
different sections of the empire may be 
said to exist in a state of half-sup- 
pressed civil war. Between Czech and 
Teuton there seems to be . even less 
room'for a truce, and parliamentary in- 
^titutions have ceased to possess any 
meaning except to afford an arena for 
free 
fights. 
- 
One wonders how long Austria, can 
rold together under such conditions. It 
s always. the fashion to say that the 
break-up will come when tae aged Em- 
peror dies, but it is coming now, and I 
am not sure that; the German Emperor; 
s not casting a coyetous eye toward 
the German portion of the Austrian do- 
minions^ AustrianBOo not love;; the 
forth Germans, and their introduction 
into the German Empire would .by no 
means strengthen it, were it for no 
other reason than: that it would mean 
an addition of a large Catholic popu- 
ation, whose opinions would be likely 
to introduce greater divergence of 
views into the councils of William's al- 
ready rather grumbly Empire than 
prevail now. The answer to this is that 
.he passion for. bigness is so pro- 
nounced today that we should not be 
surprised to find the -house of Branden- 
>urg trying to augment, its power" at 
;he expense of the decaying Haps- 
jurgs. 
The truth is that all Southeastern 


Europe is in a turmoil, which looks as 
though it is approaching a series of 
revolutions. Wherever we look there 
we find unrest, from the Golden Horn 
to Prague, at Vienna, at Budapest and 
at Cracow. Little principalities 
like 


iServia and Bulgaria are probably des- 
ined to be devoured by one great pow- 
er or another, and we fear 'that the 
power most active will not be Austria, 
well though as Austria has adminis- 
tered Bosnia and Herzegovina, These 
principalities are simply let alone be- 
cause Hungary is not untrammeled, 
and big powers standing around cannot 
make up their minds what is to be 
done with the Turk. 


It would be a curious outcome of our 


quarrel with the Dutch Huguenot 
rarghers of thecTransvaal and the Or- 
ange Free State were the Eastern ques- 
tion, on the initiative of Russia, 
to 
spring into new vitality, threatening 
inal solution, and one must-watch all 
signs of political unrest in that corner 
of the world with the closest attention. 
Nothing is going 'o nappen immediate- 
y, as far as one can see, but thf sit- 
uation is such as to create the possi- 
bility of the worst happening at any

Great Britain has. ex- 
pressed her willingness id retire from 
Samoa and leave the settlement of the 
question to the United States and Ger- 
many.

This partition IE 
unsatisfactory to the United States 
The United States wants more than a 
harbor, and will probably fail to see 
why Germany should be Great Brit 
ain's residuary legatee.

genthaier, the Inventor of the linotype 
typesetting machine, dded this morning 
of consumption. He "Was born in Ger- 
many on May 10, 1854. 


Ottman. Mergenthaler's fame as the 


inventor of the .typesetting '"machine 
that bears his .name will be long lived. 
The story of his patient study and work 
for years on ihis great machine ami 
his long struggle,to have its value" re- 
cognized, achieving success when pen- 
niless and broken, in iueaith, is a pathe- 
tic one. At the: time of his death Mr. 
Mergenthaler was only -,45 years old. 
He was bom In Wurtembtirg and while 
still a boy was apprenticed to a watch- 
maker, but he did not serve out his 
time, owing to his desire to escape 
•military .service. At the age of 18 he 
arrived in America penniless, and with 
nothing else but his brief experience 
IP mechanics. He went to Washing- 


i and during the succeeding four 


.years worked on the' mechanism of 
ele6tricV: clocks and bells and signal. 
service apparatus for the Govemmfink 
In the 'last named, he made many Im- 
provements and invented several new 
ones. At the end of these four yeart 
he went to Baltimore, where he thought 
he saw a wider field for his talents. 


It was in 1876, soon after he located 


in the Monumental City, that the his- 
tory of the linotype begins. From then 
1880—four years—be gave his every 
thought to the creation' of -his ma- 
chine. He took little rest. Night and 
day he toiled, and gradually put into 
his work the gold of his brain and the 
brawn of his body. Only such men 8s 
Morse, Field, Gray, .Bell or Edison 
could tell what such toll and appli- 
cation means. Finally,, at the end of 
these four years of struggle he had a 
machine that would, by action of a 
keyboard something like a typewriter, 
set a line of key dies or types, justify 
them to the exact width of a column 
or any required measure and cast it 
into a solid line of lead or type metal. 


Yet his work was not done, for after 


he had accomplished all this and had 
secured his patents, another obstacle 
seemed to baffle him. Men of, money 
discredited bis machine even after they 
had seen it work. Publishers said It 
was impracticable. They were willing 
to "try" his device 4f he could show 
that It -would do the work of five or 
six men setting type from the case, but 
not until then did they care to take any 
risks. By constant, pleadings,' how- 
ever, he at tost succeeded in organiz- 
ing a company with small capital, 
which in-the next three years -^a* con- 
sumed 4n effort* to piece the Itootype 
in the composing room of some daily 
newspaper. With money all gone, the 
machine turned down, the despair of 
failure, of seven years of wasted toll 
—of death, almost was upon him. 
Moreover, his physical system -was 
shattered, and he passed the next three 
years in a struggle to live. Bat day 
dawned for him at last. In 1886 White- 
law Reid of the New York Tribune, 
agreed to try a machine. It proved 
a success, and he equipped his office 
with them. Then the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal took them up, and 
from 


that time fame and a golden reward 
were his. Since 1886 machines that 
represent a value of many million dol- 
lars have been sold or leased. 


Broken down by the hardships and 


struggles of feta early life, when suc- 
cess and wealth came he was unable 
to enjoy them. The past three years 
he spent in an endeavor 10 regain 
•health by visits to Arii»na, New Mex- 
ico and similar climates, but In vain. 
He leaves a widow and cnlldren.

'Fighting Guy'' Henry's 
Lifetime Army Record.

Born at a Frontier Post—Gallant 


8*rvlo« In th« Civil War and 


Agalnat Indians. 


It Was particularly fitting that a 


man like the late Gen.. Guy V. Henry, 
destined to fill such a place in the Na- 
tion's ihfetory as a soldier should have 
Ttad as his Wrthplace afr Array post 
in the very fceart of the Western fron- 
tier, Fort Smith, Indian Territory, and 
that his father, Major William Seaton 
Henry of the Third United States In- 
fantry, should be engaged in a war with 
the savages «t thai time, March 9, 
1839; and it la also ^appropriate that a 
man who was destined to become the 
Military and Civil Governor" of a for- 
eign territory won by the sword should 
be the. grandson of one who was Vlce- 
Presldent of the United States and 
twice Governor of New York* State, 
Daniel D. Tompkins, and also grandson 
of a former Secretary of the Navy and 
Judge of. the Supreme Court, Smith 
Thompson. 


Young Henry was fortunate enough 


to graduate from West Point at the 
very outbreak of the Civil war. He! 
was assigned as a Second Lieutenant to 
the First United States Artillery and 
served with distinction tbjfthat regi- 
ment until he was made Colonel of the 
Fortieth Massachusetts. Infantry in the 
f aft of 1863. He continued throughout 
the war with that command, being 
present at many of the most important 
battles. At Cold Harbor the- had two 
horses shot under him and received 
two body wounds, but never left the 
field until the fight was over and won. 
In 1S70 General Henry was transferred 
to the cavalry, and during the follow- 
ing twenty years achieved an unequai- 
ed record as an Indian fighter. 


When the Wounded Enee campaign 


occurred seven years ago General 
Henry, then a Major, was stationed at 
Fort Robinson. General Miles sent to 
him a diapatcA advising him of the 
perilous and critical situation at Pine 
Ridge agency. Immediately on receipt 
of that dispatch Henry mounted the 
companies of the Ninth Cavalry and 
rode, without unsaddling, and in twen- 
ty-one hours, the distance of 104 miles 
to Miles' relief. As soon as he arrived 
Miles made kaownr to him the danger- 
ous position of the Seventh Cavalry at 
Wounded Knee, and Henry once more 
mounted" his command and galloped off, 
arriving at Wounded Knee iiftime for 
fcattle. Save for his coming the Sev- 
enth Cavalry might have -been annihi- 
lated, as were Custer and his men. 


In the Spanish-American war Henry 


served with the rank of Major-General.
